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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 05/27/2009 have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Bohr fails to identify any written description in the specification of Bohr for teaching the distance from the contacts to 
the fuse region as 0.25 urn to 0.90 urn, that the width of conductive layer is 6-14 urn, that the distance between the fuse line and the 
opening is 0.25-0.90 urn and the length of the fuse body is 1 .8-20 urn and Applicant further asserts that Bohr is silent regarding the distance 
from contacts to fuse region. 

In response, the Examiner notes that the specification is not completely silent to the dimensions and does have written description of 
dimensions corresponding to the figures, for example (col 3 line 45-col 4 line 10). This includes that the prior art of Bohr discloses specific 
dimensions of the width 117 and length 118 and further discloses the "fuse device includes tapered transitional regions 116" that the size of 
the fuse region 122 can vary" and that the "contact region 120 is as small as possible in one embodiment, while still providing a minimum 
area required by contacts based on their size, composition." The specification disclosure when viewed with the drawings provides 
adequate disclosure of the claimed inventions range of dimensions because one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention would 
have found adequate teaching in Bohr to motivate varying the dimensions of the fuse. See MPEP 2125.. 
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
